A year after the 
ratification of the Treaty YOSHIDA will call a general election and name 
OGATA as his successor. OGATA will be depurged very soon. Will not take 
any immediate part in politics. Is being urged to travel abread, to study 
the international situation at first-hand and to prepare himself for his 
responsibilities.
